Last month also saw what may be the cul- 
mination of efforts by the British and other 
European security services finally to halt the 
increasingly embarrassing activities of C18, a 
“honey trap” organisation, which the British 
security services had helped create and take 
control of in 1992. 

The bombs that arrived in London and 
Scotland and others discovered in Sweden 
addressed to targets in this country were not 
the first nazi bombs to hit Britain. In 
November 1994 C18 sent a letter bomb to 
Searchlight’s editor and his wife, which was 
spotted before it could ignite. 

That the security forces are serious about 
cleaning out the stable is clear from their two- 
pronged thrust against C18 during the past 18 
months. More than a dozen C18 leaders and 
activists have been arrested and sent for trial 
and disruption of the organisation from within 
has been carefully coordinated. 

Another firm indicator of official activity 
on the nazi front was last month’s arrest of 
five men who allegedly took part in the 
Dublin football riot in February 1995. The 
Dublin government is requesting their extra- 
dition to Ireland, where they face serious 
charges. 

The latest parcel bombs are clearly one of 
the final moves in this intelligence chess 
game. 

Searchlight has put together the sequence 
of events leading up to the bombing cam- 
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targets that had been listed in C18’s 


paign, based on information from our interna- 
tional network, police and _ intelligence 
sources in several countries and Searchlight’s 
own moles and informants inside the interna- 
tional nazi camp. 

A summit of European nazis took place in 
Denmark in March 1995. They included lead- 
ing Danes and other Scandinavians, Germans 
and Austrians. The Austrians are believed to 
have included nazi terrorists, some of whom 
were on the run and were being safehoused in 
Denmark and South Africa. 

The British delegation included the now 
ousted leader of C18, Charlie Sargent, and the 
group’s new boss, William “Wilf the Beast” 
Browning, who at that time was the loyal 
henchman of Sargent obeying his every whim 
and order. He was especially zealous when it 
came to dishing out beatings to the “enemy” 
and dissenters within the nazi movement. It is 
believed that Darren Wells, a football hooli- 
gan and now Browning’s right-hand man (see 
page 9), was also among the chosen few to 
attend this gathering. 

The meeting discussed the forthcoming 
visit to Europe of the US nazi boss Gary 
Lauck, and a proposal for a Dublin-style foot- 
ball riot in Oslo, where England were due to 
play the Norwegian national team later in the 
year. One of the major items on the agenda 
was the annual Rudolf Hess memorial march 
in August, which the Danes were to host that 
year in Roskilde.

It is believed that the high-level nazis 
attending this meeting also plotted future ter- 
ror campaigns. 

Within weeks of the secret meeting Lauck 
was behind bars in Denmark, later to be sent 
to Germany where he was tried and impris- 
oned for disseminating nazi propaganda. The 
football match in Oslo ended without incident 
because police intelligence services in Britain 
and Norway received firm inside information 
about the nazis intending to travel. They 
included Danish nazis who were transporting 
the C18 banner to unfurl on the terraces. 

The Roskilde march in August descended 
into chaos after the police, media and anti- 
fascists were tipped off in advance about the 
arrangements. 





Searchlight’s October 1995 edition accused 
Sargent of being an MIS asset. For reasons 
best known to Sargent and his controllers he 
published information about the secret March 
meeting in one of C18’s internal bulletins, 
which clearly alerted both Searchlight’s inter- 
national network and the authorities to the 
nazis’ plans. 

In 1996 the leading officers and activists of 
C18 travelled to Denmark once again to firm 
up plans to send parcel bombs. Their intended 
targets were key public figures as well as peo- 
ple within the nazi movement whom they per- 
ceived as their enemies, in particular those 
with whom they had fallen out in the nazi 
music scene. 

They formed a very close relationship with 








Danish woman and an American man of 
Japanese descent. C18 activists paid regular 
visits to his home regularly to plot terrorist 
acts, meeting his partner and six-month-old 


baby. The visitors included Sargent, 
Browning and the increasingly influential 
Wells. 

They drew up a hit list of six to nine peo- 
ple, including the editor of Searchlight, 
against whom they wanted to make a second 
attempt. The others on the list were nazis 
whom Sargent had targeted and Sharon 
Davies, the Olympic swimming star and 
British television presenter, who has a black 
husband. 

Among the conspirators was a nazi with 
training in the use of the military plastic 
explosive C4, to which they had access at this 
point and which they were planning to use. 

Shortly before Christmas 1996 Sargent was 
expelled from the nazi movement together 
with Steve Cartwright, a British National 
Party officer and former ally of C18 in 
Scotland. Sargent had offended by stealing 
large sums of money from the movement and 
acting as an informer. His successor as boss 
of C18 was Browning, who is still awaiting 
trial at the Old Bailey alongside Sargent and 
possibly other key C18 members next month. 

If Browning had had any sense he would 
have dropped the plan to send out the bombs, 
knowing that his former leader must have 
alerted the authorities. In the event somebody 
gave the green light to proceed. The Danish 
police have dropped heavy hints that it was 
Browning, a claim that many current and for- 
mer C18 members, including Sargent himself, 
do not dispute. Searchlight reserves judge- 
ment at this time. 

On Saturday 18 January the news broke 
that the Danish police, acting on information 
from London, had carried out raids against 
Nakaba and his team, after Swedish police in 
Malm6 had found three packages addressed 
to people in Britain. Hit lists and detonators 
were found at some of the premises raided. 
Nakaba was arrested and has been charged 
with the attempted murder of a police officer 
whom he shot in the groin as the officers 
broke in. 

The packages in Sweden were blown up by 
the local police, who then went on weekend

leave. It was only on the following 
Tuesday that Danish forensic offi- 
cers got hold of the remains. 
Speculation was rife about the 
identity of the targets. It eventually 
emerged that one was Sharon 
Davies and another was a member 
of the nazi band Squadron, who 
had fallen foul of Sargent and 
Browning. A third is said to have 
been either another nazi or the 
London box number of Anti- 
Fascist Action. Searchlight’s moles 
within C18 reported that Browning 
had removed the editor of 
Searchlight from the list at the last 
moment. 

What the press did not know and 
the police were not revealing was 
the fact that a bomb had already 
arrived in Scotland on 15 January, 
three days before the Danish 
police acted. It was addressed to 
Highlander, a Scottish nazi publi- 
cation edited by Cartwright. 

This prompted the Royal Mail 
internal security department to 
issue a warning notice to selected 
sorting offices. The notice, which

was brought to the attention of 
staff on 16 January, told staff to watch out for 
parcels addressed to the National Socialist 
Alliance, Blood and Honour Scotland, British 
Movement and the BNP, all of which had fall- 
en out with C18. On the Friday a rumour 
spread through the postal service that two 
more bombs had been intercepted at London 
sorting offices. The post office now say that 
this second alert was an error and was in fact 
a reference to bombs sent before Christmas to 
the offices of Arab newspapers. 

When contacted by Searchlight, a 
spokesperson for the postal service was 
unable to elaborate further, and merely said: 
“The Royal Mail is appalled by such reckless 
misuse of the postal system which would 
endanger the lives of both its staff and its cus- 
tomers. We totally condemn this action and 
anything of its kind.” 
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Searchlight’s informants inside C18 were 
emphatic that six packages had been dis- 
patched: three from Denmark and three via 
Sweden. If the postal authorities in Malmé 
and in Britain have recovered four, what has 
happened to the other two? And Danish intel- 
ligence officers in a briefing on 23 January 
said they believed there had been as many as 
ten bombs. 

George Eric Hawthorne, the US nazi boss 
of Resistance Records and the man behind 
Nordland, the nazi music organisation in 
Scandinavia, was furious when he heard that 
not only was Nordland a target for the 
bombers, but one of the bombs addressed to 
nazis showed Nordland as the sender. 

Reports say that Browning’s supporters 
threatened Sargent at his home in Harlow, 
Essex, during the weekend following the 





LETTER BOMB CAMPAIGN LAUNCHED AGAINST 
WHITE RACIALISTS

A series of bombs hidden in video tapes, set to 

go off when inserted into a VCR, have turned up in 

several locations in Europe. The bombs contained 

enough explosives to destroy an entire room, most 

likely killing the person inserting the tape. For all of 

the tapes discovered to date, the targets were all outspoken 
Racialists who opposed the slander campaigns of England's 
notorious C18. The envelopes were marked with Nordland's 
retum address, and were posted from Denmark with Danish 
stamps. To date, nearly ten packages have been intercepted, 
and none have yet to do any damage. 


One package, addressed to "The Highlander" in Scotland, 

one of that country's anced White Racialist publications, 

was intercepted through a Glasgow post office. Three other 

UK addresses were found on similar packages that contained 
bombs, but the destinations have not yet been disclosed, although 
the BNP and the British Movement have been put on red alert 

by authorities to watch for suspicious packages. 


Late Saturday, 7 "neo-Nazis" were arrested in Denmark, 
during which a police officer was shot. In Malmoe, Sweden 
on the same day, 3 more packages were seized at the post 
office by police, marked with U.K. destinations. 


The leader of the group is one Thomas Derry Nakaba, 
26 years old, who has been a skinhead since 1986. 
According to the news his father was Japanese and 
his mother Danish, Once you know this, you can 
see the Asian in him right away. 


According to Dutch papers, Marcel Schilf, a C18 supporter from 
Denmark who runs Ages, was also arrested in the group. 
Rumor is that he bragged to a female Racialist that a video tape 
would soon be arriving at Nordland's offices that would finish 
them off once and for all. 


A Reuters press release says that leftists and race-mixing 

sports celebrities in Britain were main targets on a hit list, but 
to date no names have been released to confirm this. The only 
destinations given were White Racialists, and it is to be assumed 
at this point that this is part of a C18 campaign against those 
that have spoken out against their lies. It is my suspicion that 
Reuters merely filled in the blanks of what seemed to fit a 
Hollywood plot the most, when in reality this is fratricidal 
warfare ee White Racialists. 


How ms enemies of our Racial survival ae snicker with 
ice at this outrageous period in our troubled movement's 

la Poised to make the biggest impact on White 

youth in our history, a collection of misfits and malcontents, 

too meek-minded to rejoice at our success at endeavors 

that seemed like a dream 5 years ago, have to strike out 

at the very people that they unsuccessfully tried to emulate, 

As brain power fizzles, the pete Be people want to lash 

out wildly at those they cannot be.

Danish police raids. They accused him of 
telephoning people in C18 and Blood and 
Honour, who he knows believe their phones 
are tapped, and telling them that the bomb- 
ings had been instigated by Browning and the 
new leadership of C18 which had replaced 
him. 

According to right-wing sources, the police 
in Scotland have offered one of the intended 
nazi victims a reward of £5,000 to tell them 
all he knows about C18’s operations. 

As we went to press a week after the arrival 
of the bombs, nobody had been detained in 
Britain. The police were refusing to brief the 
media and Sargent was busy giving out the 
secret mobile phone numbers of his former 
comrades in C18 to journalists who were 
seeking to track them down for interviews. 
Two men who came to the notice of the 
media this way were Wells and Mark 
Atkinson. Danish television contacted 
Atkinson on his mobile phone after speaking 
to a member of the Sargent family. 

Most of the British nazis at the heart of this 
terrorist conspiracy have already been 
charged and bailed for other serious offences. 
The big question is why the police have not 
yet acted over the bombing campaign. 
Nothing will be served by the police delaying 
arrests in order to gather more evidence, 
because our C18 sources have reported that a 
great deal of house cleaning took place before 
the first bombs were posted.

PROFITEERING 
FROM HATE 


THE LUCRATIVE WORLD OF 
THE NAZI MUSIC INDUSTRY 
UNCOVERED 


ast October Searchlight revealed that Nimbus Manufacturing (UK), 

one of Britain’s largest CD makers, had mastered and copied the 

highly illegal nazi CD “Barbecue in Rostock”. Now Searchlight can 
divulge that another multinational company has unwittingly been involved 
in producing three other Combat 18 CDs. One of the CDs contains some of 
the highly illegal lyrics that led to the police opening an inquiry into the 
Barbecue in Rostock CD. The production of the three CDs was arranged by 
a commercial CD company. This company claims to have no knowledge of 
what it was handling. 

Combat 18, the nazi terror group, produced nazi CDs through its own record label, ISD 
Records. ISD Records takes its name from Ian Stuart Donaldson, the lead singer of 
Skrewdriver, who died in a car crash in September 1993. This company was run by Charlie 
Sargent and William Browning of C18 before their recent falling out. It is now in the pos- - 
session of Browning and his supporters. It has a turnover of tens of thousands of pounds 
and pays no tax whatsoever. 

Since Searchlight discovered that Barbecue in Rostock, which features the group No 

‘ - Remorse, was being mastered and pressed by Nimbus, we began to investigate other race 
hate CDs. We were joined in our research by our anti-fascist colleagues at EXPO in 
Sweden. What follows on these pages is the result of our joint investigation. 


When Searchlight first discovered that 
much of ISD’s material was being manufac- 
tured in Taiwan, it immediately became 
obvious to us that C18 had to be using an 
agent in the music industry. Our investiga- 
tion led to a company in north London, 
Music Media Manufacturing, which was 
arranging the production of C18’s nazi 
CDs. 

Music Media Manufacturing (MMM) is a 
small music broker based in Camden, offer- 
ing the production of CDs, records and 
tapes. According to its latest bulletin, bands 
are charged as little as £1,150 plus VAT for 
1,000 CD albums with a full colour four- 
page booklet. This all-inclusive price 


includes the CD, printing and boxes. MMM 
even organises the mastering from tape for- 
mat, at £250 for between 250 and 2,499 
CDs and free for larger orders. 

When Searchlight informed the director 
of Music Media Manufacturing, Mike 
Spenser, about his company’s involvement 
in the production of the CDs, he was 
appalled and shocked. “I had no idea what 
the lyrics contained, we never listen to 
them,” he told Searchlight. 

Spenser claims that MMM _ was 
approached by a man in his late twenties, 
who gave his name only as “Ken”. Ken 
gave no telephone number or address but 
always made contact by telephone or by 
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coming into the office, which he did regular- 
ly. “He seemed a nice bloke and took a great 
interest in the business,” said Spenser, who 
went on to tell Searchlight that he thought 
that the music on the CDs was of a “mod” 
nature. Although Ken paid in cash every time, 
MMM claims it was never suspicious. 

In total ISD produced three CDs through 
MMM and Ritek, a manufacturing company 
in Taiwan. These were Blood and Honour 
Volume Two, Whatever it Takes by Razors 
Edge, and Pride by Ken McKellan and 
Stigger. Spenser told Searchlight that while 
he was unable to lay his hands on the exact 
paperwork, he thought that about 2,000 of 
each CD were produced. However, 
Searchlight believes the true number was 
over 10,000. According to some sources close 
to Razors Edge, their CD sold well over 
5,000 copies, becoming the best-selling 
British nazi CD. 

Blood and Honour Volume Two is a collec- 
tion of race hate songs compiled by bands 
supporting C18, including No Remorse, 
Razors Edge and Celtic Warrior. Many of the 
songs contain lyrics that clearly contravene 
the race laws; some are designed to do just 
that. 

The first order for this CD arrived at Ritek 
on 30 November 1995 for an initial run of 
1,005. These were shipped out on 12 
December. Two days later Ritek received 
another order for a further run of 1,000 CDs, 
which were dispatched two weeks later. A 
third order was placed on 14 February 1996 
and sent two days afterwards. 
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handled 


According to documents obtained by 
Searchlight, Ritek charged MMM as little as 
$0.65 (40p) for each Blood and Honour CD. 
MMM charged ISD records in the region of 
£3,500 plus VAT, a profit of over £2,000. Ken 
paid in cash. 

MMM claims not to have been aware of the 
political and illegal content of the CDs. 
However, the company varied its story during 
the course of our investigation. At one point 
Spenser led us to believe that the company 
had produced the CD covers from artwork 
provided by Ken. The front cover of Blood 
and Honour Volume 
Two contains illustra- 
tions that are unmis- 
takably violent and 
nazi, including a 
hooded man_bran- 
dishing an AK47 rifle 
in front of a nazi 
“flash”, and the song 
tracks, printed clearly 
on the back, include 
“Exterminate Ya” and 
“White Solution is 
the Only Solution”. 
As we went to press 
Spenser denied that 
he had ever seen any 
of the artwork and 
says he only saw the 
CD itself. 

Ritek was the first 
CD manufacturer to 
set up in Southeast

Asia back in 1988. It is now one of the largest 
CD manufacturers in the region. While 
Searchlight believes that Ritek was unaware 
of the CD’s contents, it is alarming that the 
nazis seem to have so little trouble obtaining 
CDs. 

Ritek was also responsible for manufactur- 
ing Whatever it Takes by Razors Edge, the 
West Midlands based nazi group with links to 
C18. Led by Andy Newlands, the band also 
includes Martin Cross, a leading C18 player; 
Kelly Cross, wife of Martin Cross; and “Sid”. 
The CD includes songs such as “Smash the

According to experts at the British 
Phonographic Industry, the CD was mastered 
at Ritek, a fact confirmed by MMM. The CD 
is again covered with racist and fascist sym- 
bols and slogans. Once again MMM claims 
not to have been aware of the political orien- 
tation of the band. This is despite written slo- 
gans such as (referring to ISD) “the world’s 
leading White Racist recording company”, 
and a dedication to those who “stay true and

uncompromising to the ideals of revolution- 
ary National Socialism”. On the CD itself a 
skull’s head was screen printed; this was done 
by Ritek. 

The third CD produced by Ritek through 
MMM is Pride by Ken McKellan and Stigger. 
McKellan is better known as the lead singer 
of Brutal Attack, a group formerly known as 
Dead Paki in the Gutter. Stigger played bass 
with Skrewdriver and, more _ recently, 
Warlord. McKellan has now come out against 
ISD and C18. 


According to legal opinion obtained by 
Searchlight, these lyrics contravene the 
1986 Public Order Act. The bands could 
be prosecuted under section 18 for using 
threatening or abusive language, likely 
to incite racial hatred. ISD Records 
could be prosecuted under sections 19 
and section 21, which covers the 
distribution of material likely to incite racial 
hatred. 

Music Media Manufacturing could 
potentially be prosecuted under section 23 
of the 1986 Public Order Act which deals 
with the production and distribution of 
sounds which are threatening, abusive or 
insulting. 


because of numerous sound recording 
imperfections on the original disc. 

The money was paid by Billy Bartlett, 
lead singer of Celtic Warrior. This was 
obviously before his public split with 
Combat 18. Of course, after the CD was 
exposed in the press, Nimbus handed 
over the master and the cash to the 
police. The nazis lost everything. 

Information has also come to light 
about the activities of other local nazis. 
The main financial brain behind the 
nazi skinhead scene in South Wales is 
Edwina Piper-Fuller-Jones, currently of 
Dyfed Drive, Caerphilly, although she 
hails from Reading. Her maiden name 
is Calladine, but she is no relation to 
Ian Stuart Donaldson’s former girl- 
friend of the same surname. Before the 
Nimbus story broke, she had an account 
with British Telecom in the name of 
Celtic Warrior, but this has now been 
changed. 

Her partner was Gareth Leighton- 
Jones, but they now live apart. 
Leighton-Jones, another key player in 
the region, organised the Caerphilly 
concert for C18 in September 1995. He 
currently lives at home with his mother, 
although this has not curtailed his activ- 
ities. He is believed to be one of a group 
of South Wales nazis who have taken up 
training based on the SAS handbook. It 
is believed that this group was responsi- 
ble for the assault on Jean-Claude 
Remers, the French nazi, in Cardiff 
recently. 

A South Wales police spokesperson 
told Searchlight that the investigation 
into the Barbecue in Rostock CD had 
been concluded and the file was now 
with the Crown Prosecution Service 
pending a decision on prosecution.

( Nene 18 has been making a small for- 
tune from ISD Records. Despite 
claims that C18 is raising money for 

the movement, most of the music profits have 

found their way into the pockets of its former 
leader, Charlie Sargent, and its current front 
man, William Browning. 

Music has long been a major financial 
money spinner for the far right. It has also 
been at the centre of a number of faction 
fights, internal disputes and outright splits. 
By their very nature many of the leaders of 
the nazi music scene have, over the years, 
been unable to resist dipping their hands into 
the till. C18 has taken this to new levels, rob- 
bing the movement and bands of tens of thou- 
sands of pounds. 

The first attempt to set the music scene on 
some form of professional status was with 
Rock Against Communism, launched as a 
response to the anti-fascist Rock Against 
Racism. Led by Ian Stuart Donaldson and his 
band Skrewdriver, RAC developed commer- 
cially with the support of the National Front. 
Records were released and large concerts 
were held in Suffolk, London and the 
Northeast. 

In 1987 Ian Stuart led a number of skin- 
head bands away from the NF to form Blood 
and Honour.They had become increasingly 
frustrated that the NF leadership was bleeding 
them dry financially. 

Over the next five years Blood and Honour 
expanded, both as an organisation and com- 
mercially. Though it began as an independent 
group, it soon, under the influence of Neil 
Parrish, began linking up with the British 
National Party. Once again music was fund- 
ing the political activities of the movement. 

Most of the records during this period were 
produced by Rock-a-Rama in Germany. Only 
Ian Stuart dealt directly with Rock-a-Rama, 
organising the contracts for most of the other 
bands. Few ever got paid: most received a 
bagful of CDs or records, others were grateful 
simply to record a free record. Even during 
Parish’s reign no one made any substantial 
money. Middle men acting for Rock-a-Rama 
were the sole importers and took the cream of 
the income. 


After C18 was formed, accusations of steal- 
ing began to fly. First to be targeted as a thief 
was Paul Burnley of No Remorse and editor 
of the Blood and Honour magazine. Later 
Neil Parrish was accused, despite Sargent’s 
promises to the Blood and Honour organiser 
that he would look out for him when he was 
sent to prison in 1993. 

C18 quickly took control of the music 
scene, muscling in by creating an atmosphere 
of terror against anyone standing in their way. 
C18 first appeared at the White Christmas gig 
in Mansfield in December 1992. Skrewdriver 
security were so petrified of the nazi group 
that Ian Stuart later introduced Sargent on 
stage in the hope of placating him and his fol- 
lowers. People were threatened and others 
were attacked, as C18 silenced any critics of 
its behaviour and strategy. C18 was soon to 
develop the commercial potential of the 
music business, especially after the advent of 
CD technology. 

In 1994 C18 launched ISD Records, hoping 
to use Ian Stuart’s name for its own commer- 
cial benefit. At the time it said that it was 
essential that the movement had its own 
record label; in reality it was a means of max- 
imising profit. 

The advent of the CD, coupled with its own 
record label has enabled the nazi music scene, 
and C18 especially, to make vast profits. The 
cost of a CD is £1 per unit if one deals direct- 
ly with a record company, between 15 and 50 
per cent more if arrangements are made 
through an agent. (However, C18 often tells 
bands that the unit cost is £2.50.) 

C18 has a policy of either paying bands 
£1,000 or giving them 100 CDs. Most bands 
take the CDs, but, rather than selling them 
and making around £1,100 profit, they give 
away many to friends or keep them for them- 
selves. Either way they receive little profit 
from their work. 

A 1,000 CD order costs between £1,000 
and £1,500 to produce (editing and mastering 
costs add a few hundred pounds to the initial 
cost). With the band taking 100 CDs, ISD is 
left with 900. If it can sell them by mail order 
at £12 each, ISD can achieve a gross profit in 
the region of £9,500 per 1,000 CD batch.

William “Wilf the Beast” Browning (left). Originally from the 
Channel Islands he now lives in South London.

He also helped develop ISD as an 
international business. Now he nominally runs C18. 

Darren Wells (centre) is a football hooligan, who was expelled 
from Norway for his football activities. Thought to come from 
west London, he is Browning's right-hand man, although he has 
little political background away from the football terraces. He 
was recently arrested in Germany and is thought to have skipped 
bail there. This may limit his frequent international trips on behalf 
of C18 and ISD Records. A one-time insurance salesman, he has 
become one of the smarter entrepreneurial figures on the music 
scene and was trusted enough by the top leadership to visit 
Poland to organise the transport of what is thought to be military 
explosives destined for Northern Ireland.

Considering that between 3,000 and 
10,000 CDs are produced for each 
album and ISD has released a total of 14 
albums during its existence, it does not 
take much to calculate the profits that 
ISD has brought in for its C18 masters. 

However, C18’s leaders have blatant- 
ly lied to their supporters over the 
amount of profit made. Publicly C18 
claims to make only £2-3,000 profit on 
every batch of 1,000 CDs. 

Not all are sold directly. C18 sells 
CDs to other outlets at £7 each. This 
still gives C18 a substantial profit and 
‘ also allows other nazi distributors a £5 
mark-up per CD. It is hardly surprising 
that many bands, such as Celtic Warrior, 
have recently left C18 to launch their 
own record labels. 

If one includes the publications, from 
which Steve Sargent seems to profit, the T- 
shirts and the gigs, C18 has clearly been mak- 
ing a small fortune over the past three years. 
Considering it is a cash business and no tax is 
paid, C18’s leaders have done very well out 
of the movement. 

With this sort of money being generated, it 
is no wonder that C18 is determined to 
remain firmly in control. Despite their pend- 
ing trials Browning and Co are keen to main- 
tain a deciding influence. Manufactured CDs, 
editing and recording equipment and sub- 
scription lists are currently being moved out 
of London and Essex to more secure hiding 





places. Some sources sug- 
gest that much of this mate- 
rial has been sent overseas. 
According to one C18 
leader, £100,000 profit is 
being made every year. Even 


Browning has __ recently 
admitted that he has walked 
away with £40,000, with 
Sargent taking more than 
double that figure. These are 
the sort of business practices 
that the nazis usually falsely 
attribute to the Jews.

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OFFENSIVE CONTENT - 
WHOSE RESPONSIBILITY?

he discovery that Nimbus (UK) was 
responsible for the production of the 
most disgusting nazi CD to have been 
made in this country caused a shock in the 
music industry. A six page feature in the CD 
manufacturers’ trade publication, One to One, 
raised the issue of legal and moral responsi- 
bility. This month Searchlight analyses the 
views of some in the industry and concludes 
that a combination of greater vigilance and 
improved procedures is required. 

While all the CD manufacturers expressed 
concern over the No Remorse album, 
Barbecue in Rostock, many believe that they 
cannot be held responsible for what they 
unwittingly produce. Most share a degree of 
sympathy with Nimbus, claiming that as few 
checks are undertaken they are liable to be 
caught out. 

A lawyer who advises the British 
Phonographic Industry (BPI) believes that 
CD manufacturers cannot be held responsible 
unless they have prior knowledge of the con- 
tents. “If they don’t listen to the material and 
only check the digital data, then the responsi- 
bility must lie with the artist and those direct- 
ly concerned,” he says. 

While legally this view is correct, it is nev- 
ertheless a convenient way to shirk responsi- 
bility and do nothing. Few CD manufacturers 
check the content of recordings, merely the 
quality. While it may be unrealistic for com- 
panies to check every word of every CD, 
some measures could be introduced. 

Jon Powell, director of MPO UK, suggests 
that CD manufacturers should implement a 
strong ethical base by including in their terms 
and conditions the right to refuse any job that 
contravenes their ethics. Searchlight believes 
that this could be extended, one idea being 
that the respective trade associations would 
force members to sign up to a general ethical 
code. 

Karen Emmanuel, director of the UK bro- 
ker Key Productions, believes it is difficult to 
determine where the ultimate responsibility 
lies. While she thinks it is unfair to blame CD 
manufacturers, she does feel that everyone 
involved in the music industry has a responsi- 
bility to stop CDs like Barbecue in Rostock. 
“Maybe manufacturers should check the lyri- 
cal content as part of their quality control pro- 
cess — at least just to ensure it isn’t illegal.” 

But even when CD manufacturers get 
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caught out their reaction is important. Nimbus 
was notified by Searchlight of the Barbecue 
in Rostock CD and its highly illegal lyrics 
four weeks before we contacted The 
Guardian newspaper. During this period 
Nimbus confirmed it had produced the CD, 
but refused to cooperate with any investiga- 
tion and even told Searchlight that it ran a 
business and could not make moral decisions. 
When the story emerged in the national press 
it became apparent that while Nimbus had 
admitted mastering and pressing the CD, it 
had not actually checked the content of the 
lyrics. . 

Cooperation could have saved a lot of 
adverse publicity for Nimbus. Emmanuel 
agrees, recommending that people contact 
Searchlight for lists of known racist bands 
and organisations. “I think every CD manu- 
facturer should make it their business to get 
access to those lists.” 

Searchlight believes that CD brokers are 
important in preventing nazis getting their 


the material is not actually illegal — it’s just 
very offensive.” 

He makes comparisons with some rap CDs 
which have appeared over the past few years. 
Searchlight believes that freedom of speech 
does not apply to nazi music bands. While 
some of their music may be considered legal, 
their intention is to incite racial hatred among 
their supporters, many of whom have them- 
selves been involved in sickening racial 
assaults. Given the chance, these people 
would have no hesitation in removing free- 
dom of speech from those who disagree with 
their views. 

The BPI has now recognised the concern 
over lyrics that may be offensive but not nec- 
essarily illegal. Together with its American 
counterparts, the BPI has introduced a stick- 
ering system for music likely to cause 
offence. While this may be appropriate for 
high street stores, the underground nazi CDs 
by their very nature could not be covered. 

The BPI has at least recognised that the 
entire music industry has a responsibility for 
offensive but legal material, as its director 
general makes clear. “While the BPI cannot 
condone censorship, it is the duty of every 
responsible record company to strike an 
appropriate balance between artistic freedom 
on the one hand and moral responsibility on 
the other.” 

Despite the increasing awareness among 
the CD manufacturing industry not enough is 
being done. As this issue of Searchlight clear- 
ly illustrates, nazi groups are having little dif-

CDs produced. While Nimbus was 
approached directly, the Blood and Honour 
CD produced in Taiwan went through a bro- 
ker. These are the people who have direct 
contact with the band or nazi record label, 
handle the master tapes and often produce the 
booklets. They are in a better position to 
determine the contents of the tape. Even they 
could be conned, and there may also be bro- 
kers who turn a blind eye in the name of com- 
mercial profit. The industry as a whole should 
establish a code of ethics that can penalise 
such unscrupulous people. 

Others in the music industry have raised the 
issue of free speech. While all agree that ille- 
gal material should not be produced, many 
are uncertain where to draw the line. A mar- 
keting director of one pre-mastering plant 
says that while he would have no hesitation in 
reporting illegal material he has to be careful 
not to restrict freedom of speech. “This whole 
issue is a can of worms because in some cases

ficulty in securing the production of their 
music. 

Nimbus is by no means the bad apple in the 
basket; more needs to and can be done across 
the board. As Sue Stephen, general manger of 
Disctronics, explains: “If you are a reputable 
company you just don’t want to be involved 
with anything that is morally or legally repre- 
hensible. Sometimes it is difficult to spot 
offensive material, but if you have the right 
procedures in place and you ensure that you 
are constantly on your guard, it should be 
possible to stay within the law.” 





PLAYING WITH FIRE 
SWEDEN’S GROWING 
NAZI MUSIC SCENE 


Nimbus (UK) and Ritek of Taiwan are not the only major CD producers 
that have unwittingly produced nazi CDs, some with lyrics that contra- 
vene race laws across Europe. Searchlight can reveal that Sony DADC in 
Austria, DCM in Sweden and Nimbus (USA) have also pressed discs by 
some of the world’s nastiest right-wing music groups. 


After Searchlight revealed last 
October that the highly illegal No 
Remorse CD, Barbecue in Rostock, 
had been mastered and pressed by 
Nimbus, anti-fascists in Sweden got to 
work. Building on Searchlight’s suc- 
cess our colleagues at EXPO in Sweden 
began a similar investigation. Their 
results are explosive. 


Over the past few years Sweden has 
emerged as the most important country in 
western Europe for nazi skinhead music. 
From the production of nazi music, to glossy 
publications, Sweden has a growing and very 
violent skinhead scene. According to some 
estimates there are about 1,000 skinheads in 
Stockholm alone. Since 1992 there have been 


78 CDs by almost 20 Swedish groups. Like in 
Britain, most have been mastered and pressed 
outside the country. 


Ragnarock Records 


Many of the CDs have been ordered through 
Ragnarock Records, a company owned by the 
Norwegian-born lifelong nazi, Erik Bliicher. 
Ragnarock Records is managed by Per 
Jonsson, a Swedish right-winger who 
has recently changed his name to Ahlerb. 
Since 1988 Jénsson has also run a number 
of other businesses owned by Bliicher: 
Warrior Publications, Bra Video (Good 
Video) and Forlaget Var Tid (Our Time book 
company). 

Ragnarock Records has produced 22 right- 
wing CDs since 1993, which has made them 
the most prolific producer in Western Europe. 
The bands that have

Dirlewanger, Heroes in the Snow, Spandau 
and Odium. 

Ragnarock and Jonsson regularly use Ritek, 
the Taiwanese CD manufacturer. One CD, 
Republic Der Strolche, by Landser, achieved 
a total production run of 10,000. This CD was 
first sent to Taiwan in January 1996 with an 
initial order of 5,000, with repeat orders in 
February and August. 

Jénsson has not only concerned himself 
with Swedish bands. Another record he took 
to Ritek was Frontline Fighters by Oden 
Season. Although it was produced by NS 
Records of Denmark, Jénsson organised its 
production. 

As well as distributing his own material, 
Jénsson has been responsible for selling 
British nazi CDs. In October 1995, ISD

rik Bliicher, also known as Tor Erik 
ivi first came to Searchlight’s 

attention in 1976 when, as a student, 
he was a leader of the Norwegian National 
Front. In those days he was setting up “secu- 
rity” teams for the NF. 

In 1979, an NF member arrested for 
throwing a bomb into an Oslo May Day 
parade claimed that he had received his 
instructions directly from Bliicher. In that 
attack a young steward was seriously 
injured. Subsequent police investigations 
revealed that the attack had been planned in 
Bliicher’s house. 

Blicher is an important player in the inter- 
national nazi movement. His involvement 
with the League of St George led to a com- 
ment in the League’s magazine, League 
Review, of October 1977 that he had “spent 
some time with members of the League. 
During the visit he expressed the desire to 
cooperate with patriots in other countries ... 
The League of St George salutes our 
Norwegian friends for their brave achieve- 


Records dispatched 600 copies of the newly 
released Skrewdriver CD, although this was 
later reduced to 500. ISD Records charged £7 
each, a total of £3,500. Considering that the 
cost of producing each CD is between £1 and 
£1.50 the C18 leaders made a handsome prof- 
it, as did Ragnarock Records who marked up 
each disc by £5. 

Not to be outdone, Chris Hipkin of RID, 
based in Derby, has also been distributing 


ments in the past and wishes them every 
success in the future.” 

Bliicher went on to run the National 
People’s Party and continued to be féted by 
the League of St George in the 1980s. On 
visits to Britain he regularly spoke at 
National Front meetings. In 1985 Bliicher 
was back in the UK as a speaker and guest 
of the NF at its annual general meeting. 

Bliicher’s most important connection is 
with Anthony Hancock, the notorious nazi 
printer in Sussex, with whom he stayed in 
Brighton in the late 1970s and early 1980s. 
For some time Bliicher boasted that he had 
beaten a ban on entering the UK after an 
appeal to the courts. 

In the late 1980s Bliicher and Hancock set 
up a publishing outlet which produced mag- 
azines such as Hard Core Survival. When, in 
1990, Hancock received a suspended 
15-month prison sentence for fraud, he 
claimed that he was lured into the crime by a 
mysterious Scandinavian figure who then 
disappeared. As Searchlight pointed out at 


material to Sweden. Alongside his 
Skrewdriver business, Hipkin is also the 
editor of British Oi, the world’s longest run- 
ning skinzine. On 6 March 1996 he dis- 
patched 1,000 Skrewdriver CDs in ten batch- 
es of 100. Hipkin was slightly more modest 
with his mark-up, charging about £4.50 per 
CD. 

Unfortunately for Jonsson, justice has final- 
ly caught up with him. He is presently await- 
ing sentence for

Ritek has also been used by a number of 
other nazi CD producers. Among the other 
CDs manufactured by Ritek are Varg by

While Ritek has been the principal manu- 
facturing outlet for Jonsson and Ragnarock 
Records, other Swedish producers have 
looked closer to home.

The Austrian connection 


Sony DADC Austria has also been responsi- 
ble for pressing nazi CDs, although again 
there is no suggestion that the company was 
aware of the content of the recordings. 
Ainaskin Musijki used Sony for the Mistreat 
album, Faith and Fury, while Final Frontier 
by Swedish Skinns was also pressed there. 
Another company to use Sony DADC is Last 





Resort, which used the Austrian branch of the 
multinational to press Son of Glory by Steel 
Capped Strength. Other records produced by 
Sony include Dod at ZOG by Vit Aggression, 
Farewell Ian Stuart by No Remorse, The Last 
Stand by Enhirjarna and Sverige i brand by 
Brigad Wotan. 


Return to Nimbus 


Nimbus, the CD manufacturer which mas- 
tered and pressed the No Remorse album, 
seems to be in hot water once again. 
The South Wales division of the world’s 
first CD company was also involved in the 
production of the Totenkopf CD, SS 
Totenkopf. Its American parent company in 
Virginia has also been used to manufacture 
right-wing material, particularly by 
Resistance Records. Among the CDs it pro-

ROUND-UP on RACIS 





Three-year sentence 
or race attack youth 


A racist youth in Preston who attacked 
three Asian men with a knife, has been 
sentenced to three years’ detention. 


One of the victims, Zafar Iqbal, 18, needed 
23 stitches in a neck wound. He said he was 
shocked by the leniency of the sentence. “I 
think it should have been miles longer. What 
he did to me has left me scarred for life and in 
three years time he will be out.” 

Daniel Jude, who was 14 at the time of the 
attacks last May, was with a gang of friends 
at a funfair. Their first victim was a white boy 
who was punched and searched in a robbery 
attempt. The other three victims, all Asian, 
were stabbed and slashed with a five-inch- 
blade knife. 

Mr Arunbhai Patel was out with his family, 
having fun. Jude bumped into him and then 
stabbed him in the back. Mr Patel needed four 
stitches. 

Five minutes later Jude made an 
unprovoked attack on Mr Iqbal. Robert Elias, 
prosecuting, said: “The wound was deep, 
down to the tissue. It was a dreadful cut.” 

Thirty minutes later, on Moor Park, Mr 
Balbir Singh noticed a youth with glazed eyes 
before Jude stabbed him in the back. Jude 
gave himself up to the police two days later. 

The court heard that Jude had.consumed 
amphetamines and a “vast” amount of alcohol 
but a psychiatric report stated that he knew 
what he was doing.

Goalkeeper 


The Football Association is 
investigate claims that Ae 
United’s goalkeeper, Peter Schmeichel, 
racially abused a black player. 


In a match at Old Trafford, Schmeichel 
seemed to mouth the words “You f***ing 
black bastard” at Arsenal striker Ian Wright. 
The incident happened after alleged dangerous 
play when both players went for the ball feet 
first. There was no physical contact. 

At first the FA seemed reluctant to act, 
saying it was up to Arsenal or Ian Wright to 
bring charges. Wright was reluctant to do 
this, saying: “I’m not in the habit of getting 
my fellow professionals into trouble”. 

Eventually, after Wright had published his 
allegations in a newspaper article, the FA 
decided to act. Steve Double, for the FA, said: 
“We will be writing to Peter Schmeichel and 
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bomb attack on an Asian shop. 

Ifram Khan, the shopkeeper, his brother, 
mother, and two young sisters were in the flat 
above the shop at the time of the late-night 
attack. The family were saved by the next 
door neighbour, who was able to put out the 
fire. 

The attack was carefully planned. The 
youths had tried out petrol bombs against a 
wall, in practice sessions. 

In court, prosecutor Nicholas Cook said: 
“The prosecution allege that the predominant 
motive was racial.” 

The defendants, two aged 17 and one 16, 
cannot be named for legal reasons. Mr Cook 
said one of the defendants admitted throwing 
a petrol bomb and the other two had also 
played a part. The three accused deny arson 
with intent to endanger life or being reckless 
as to putting life at risk. 

Mr Khan said: “I am still frightened and 
we are still getting racial abuse.” 


Leicester 


Over 30 per cent of Leicester’s Afro- 
Caribbean community would like to emigrate 
due to disillusionment caused by racism. 

The survey, carried out by Leicester 
University’s Scarman Centre, found that 
black people suffered serious disadvantages. 
Black people were less likely than whites to 
own a home or car, or become managers. 
They were more likely to come from single 
parent families, to suffer mental illness and 
crime, to have been brought up in children’s 
homes or to be sent to prison. 


Ian Wright to ask for their observations as to 
exactly what occurred.

Schmeichel denies the claims of racism and 
says he was merely telling Wright to relax. 

In Leicester, a footballer has been fined 
and banned from the game for racially 
abusing a referee. Darryl Smith, who plays 
for Saffron Athletic, was sent off in a game in 
November after abusing the black referee. 

Mr Ron Barton, general secretary of the 
County Football Association, said it was one 
of the worst cases of referee abuse there had 
been in the county. Smith was fined £200 and 
banned from taking part in football until 
January 1998. 

Blackburn Rovers’ failure to field a black 
player since 1990 has attracted the attention 


More than half of those interviewed said 
that Leicestershire was “racist or very racist”. 

Some 32.8 per cent of the 900 people 
surveyed said they planned to emigrate to 
Africa or the Caribbean. For 36- to 45-year- 
olds, the figure was 46 per cent. 

Racial incidents increased by 16 per cent in 
Leicestershire last year. There were 171 
recorded incidents between April and 
September. The number of prosecutions has 
fallen. 

Of the incidents recorded, one in four 
involved criminal damage, half involved 
harassment, such as graffiti, door knocking 
and malicious phone calls, and 70 per cent 
involved verbal abuse. 

A new scheme — Challenge Racism — has 
been launched to combat racist abuse. 
Involving the police and various local 
organisations, it allows people to report racial 
attacks to a string of local centres. 


Merseyside 


Over half the black and Asian people living 
on Merseyside have suffered racist abuse in 
the past year, according to a_ report 
commissioned by Merseyside Safer Cities 
and the Safer Merseyside Partnership. 

The abuse included verbal abuse, threats, 
assault and damage to cars and houses. Carol 
Gustafson, chair of Safer Merseyside 
Partnership, said: “Too many people from 
ethnic minority communities continue to 
suffer racial harassment. We cannot accept 
that people in our communities should have 
to tolerate abuse and live in fear in this way.”

The supporters’ Internet site has 
attracted messages of support from fascist 
groups and German neo-nazis. One fan 
signed himself “Adolf Hitler”. 

Lee, the organiser of the club’s site, said 
that he had to clear racist messages from the 
site on a daily basis. “They say they are 
praising what they conceive to be the high 
standards set by Rovers, not signing black 
players, Lee said. 

An FA Premier League fan survey, 
published in November, found that only 0.2 
per cent of Blackburn’s season ticket holders 
are black. The report said: “Blackburn Rovers 
seem to attract little ethnic minority support, 
despite recent club successes and a 
substantial minority community in the town”. 
Blackburn fans also have the lowest 
awareness of the “Let’s Kick Racism Out of 
Football” campaign.

Police officer compensated 
for race abuse 


Detective Constable Wendy 
Richardson has been awarded £19,000 
by an_ industrial tribunal after 
suffering racist abuse from fellow 
officers. 


The tribunal heard that DC Richardson, 33, 
had been “humiliated and traumatised” by the 
abuse, which occurred on a training course in 
Birmingham (see last month’s Searchlight). 
DC Shane Evans, 36, was said to have called 
her a “nigger”, and a “coon”, and to have said 
that she had “come out of the jungle”. 

The tribunal criticised the police 
Complaints and Discipline division for 
sloppy practice, including not interviewing 
witnesses separately. 

DC Evans escaped any disciplinary action, 
but was sent on an equal opportunities course. 

In Manchester, PC Solomon Peterson, 33, 
has claimed that he suffered seven years of 
racial abuse. 

PC Peterson says that racist abuse was 
scrawled on his locker. When he was based at 
Collyhurst police station, posters poking fun 


at him were displayed. One showed a clown 
with the caption “Party policeman for hire”. 
While he was at Cheetham Hill station, his 


mileage claims were investigated but 
subsequently found to be correct. He 
overheard colleagues saying: “That Sol 


Peterson, he’s a bent black bastard. He’s 
being investigated for his crimes.” He says 
that his Golf GTi car was referred to as a drug 
dealer’s or pimp’s car. He was off work for 
six months for stress and depression. 

PC Peterson is the first Greater Manchester 
officer to sue the force for alleged racial 
discrimination. His case is backed by the 
Commission for Racial Equality. Chief 
Constable David Wilmot is vigorously 
fighting the claim and over 50 police officers 
are expected to give evidence to the industrial 
tribunal. 

Paul Gilroy, counsel for the police, 
mounted an aggressive personal attack on PC 
Peterson at the tribunal. He said: “You are 
lying about this aren’t you? This is all a tissue 
of lies and you are lying through your teeth.” 

In London, Sarah Locker, who won an 


industrial tribunal case against the 
Metropolitan Police in 1993, is planning to 
bring a second case. 

In the original case, Mrs Locker, 34, won 
£32,500 and an apology in an out of court 
settlement over racial and sexual 
discrimination. Fellow officers had left 
pornographic material on her desk and made 
insulting references to her Turkish background. 

As part of the settlement, Mrs Locker was 
supposed to be trained as a detective 
constable. However, at her new posting, she 
was not even given a desk, and was cold 
shouldered by her colleagues, who ignored 
her when they went to coffee. 

She was not given any real work to do and 
spent her time reading newspapers or playing 
solitaire on the computer. Eventually, in 
February last year, she retired on medical 
grounds. 

She said she has had two nervous 
breakdowns, has to take anti-depressants, and 
receives psychiatric counselling. She is now 
planning to sue the Metropolitan Police for 
breach of contract and negligence. 
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Abused worker’s 
compensation award upheld 


A worker who was whipped and 
subjected to racial abuse by his fellow 
employees has won the right to 
compensation. 


Raymondo Jones, 16, worked only five 
weeks for the Tower Boot Company of 
Northants, before the abuse forced him to 
resign. He was burnt with a hot screwdriver, 
his legs were whipped and metal bolts were 
thrown at him. He was called “chimp”, 
“monkey” and “baboon”. 

An industrial tribunal awarded him £5,000, 
but the decision was overturned by an 
Employment Appeal Tribunal, which ruled 
that the employees were not committing the 
workplace abuse “in the course of 
employment”. 

The Court of Appeal, upholding the 
original judgment, said that employers have a 
responsibility to protect their employees from 
racial harassment. 

The Commission for Racial Equality 
welcomed the judgment, saying that the 
decision by the Employment Appeal Tribunal 
had driven a coach and horses through a vital 
part of the Race Relations Act. 

In Bristol, a black nurse has won his racial 


discrimination case against the director of a 
nursing home. 

Maurice Taylor, 35, said he was “sickened 
and belittled” when nursing director Michael 
Hanley said a toy gorilla looked like his baby. 
Hanley “played suggestively” with the 
monkey’s tail between its legs. 

Mr Taylor was particularly upset because 
his wife had suffered a miscarriage the 
previous year. 

Tribunal chairman Colin Sara described 
Hanley’s behaviour as “a joke in the utmost 
bad taste”. The amount of compensation is 
still to be decided. 

In London, the Government Legal Service 
has been found guilty of race and sex 
discrimination. An industrial tribunal found 
that Ms Chineme Nwoke was discriminated 
against when she applied for a job at the 
Treasury. 

The marking by the recruitment panel was 
“so subjective as to allow personal prejudices, 
whether conscious or unconscious, to seep 
into assessments”, the tribunal said. Ms 
Nwoke was unfairly given such a low grading 
by the biased system that she was effectively 
prevented from applying for future jobs. The 
chairman of the appointments board admitted 


that an element in selection was whether the 
candidate would “fit in”. 

Ms Nwoke, whose case was backed by the 
CRE, was awarded £2,000 for injury to 
feelings and an exemplary payment of £1,000 
for “aggravated damages”. The Legal Service 
was told to interview Ms Nwoke if she 
applied for jobs in future. 

Ms Nwoke said: “I found it shocking that 
the service responsible for the government’s 
own lawyers, one of the bodies people would 
assume would be careful to obey the law, was 
acting in this way”. 

In Manchester, airport worker Ibrahim 
Sindhi has won his discrimination case 
against Aviation and Airport Services. 

Mr Sindhi, 28, joined the company in May 
last year, and was subjected to racial abuse, 
including being called a “Paki”. He 
complained to his manager, but was told to 
put up with the “ribbing”. When, after six 
months, he sent a formal letter of complaint 
to the company’s head office in Surrey, he 
was sacked. He then became depressed and 
his fiancée left him. 

He was supported in the industrial tribunal 
case by Bolton Racial Equality Council. The 
amount of compensation is to be decided.

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Cruel treatment for 
asylum seekers 


The Red Cross has started to 
distribute food parcels to asylum 
seekers in Britain. Over the Christmas 
period 2,200 parcels a day were 
distributed in London. 


Last July benefits were withdrawn from all 
asylum seekers who did not make an 
immediate application on arrival. By 
September at least 10,000 refugees had lost 
their entitlement to benefits. 

In October, the High Court ruled that local 
authorities had a duty under the 1948 
National Assistance Act to provide shelter, 
food and clothing. Because they have no right 
to local authority housing, refugees have been 
housed in bed and breakfast accommodation. 
During the day many of them roam the 
streets, looking for food. 

The government has appealed against the 
High Court decision, so even this lifeline may 
be cut. 

The government has also accused the Red 
Cross of being politically motivated in 
distributing food parcels to refugees. Marion 
Lowe, director of UK operations for the British 
Red Cross, denied this. “This is a purely 
humanitarian gesture,” she said. “Apart from the 
meals provided at day centres and these food 
parcels, asylum seekers have no other means of 
support. Without these, they would starve.” 

The government has been heavily criticised 
by the Parliamentary Ombudsman over 
delays on immigration appeals. The 


committee said that it looked forward to “a 
speedy improvement” in the situation. 

The number of outstanding appeals has 
gone up from 1,069 in April 1994, to 20,388. 

Doug Henderson, Labour spokesman on 
immigration, said that asylum seekers did not 
feel the system was fair. There are 60,000 
applications outstanding. “It is quite clear that 
there has been a tightening up by immigration 
officers on applications and this has led to a 
greater number of appeals. The whole process 
is grinding slowly to a halt,” he said. 

Many of those with appeals in the pipeline 
are detained in custody. A report by Amnesty 
International on the imprisonment of asylum 
seekers, slams the practice for violating 
international human _ rights standards. 
Amnesty says detention, which costs £20 
million a year “serves little, if any, purpose”’. 

It agrees that there is a case for detaining 
some people near the end of the asylum 
process, but says that 80 per cent of detention 
places are “occupied by individuals who have 
been continuously detained since the time of 
application”. 

The system is even failing in its own 
narrow objectives. Of the 72,000 asylum 
seekers who had exhausted all rights of appeal 
and become liable to removal from the 
country, between January 1992 and September 
1996, only 10,888 actually left the country. 

Since 1994, several hundred people have 
been arrested and imprisoned in Britain for 
travelling through the country on false travel 


Prisoner dies after race abuse 


A black youngster complained of racist treatment from prison staff two weeks before 


he was found hanged in his cell. 


Peter Williams, 19, of Sheffield, was found dead 10 days after being transferred to 
Doncaster’s Moorlands prison. He had said he wanted to phone the police about 
injuries he had received. A medical note stated: “says he wants to see governor about 
several officers in Moorlands who assaulted him”. 

In London, an Employment Appeal Tribunal has upheld an award made to a 
black prison officer. Claud Johnson, 37, based at Brixton jail, was awarded £28,500 
by an industrial tribunal after he was found to be the victim of an appalling 18- 
month campaign of discrimination and harassment. 

The Appeal Tribunal said it was the worst case it had come across. Mr Johnson 
was ostracised by white employees after complaining about a black prisoner being 
attacked by several officers. He was no longer asked to play cricket with colleagues 
or join them for a drink. When he complained to the governor he was given less 


overtime than white colleagues. 


One officer told Mr Johnson “sing because all you guys can sing”. Another told 
him to run with some bags because “all you guys are athletes”. 

Instead of agreeing to pay the award and examining its practices to eliminate 
discrimination, the Prison Department appealed against the amount of the award. 
Two prison officers appealed against the £500 they were each ordered to pay for 
injury to Mr Johnson’s feelings. The original decision was upheld in full. 

Herman Ouseley, chair of the Commission for Racial Equality, said he welcomed 
“the sensible and clear way in which the tribunal sought to reiterate the basic 
principles which should lie behind the award of damages for injury to feelings”. 





documents to Canada or the USA. Amnesty 
points out that this might be in breach of 
Article 31 of the UN Convention of Refugees, 
which recognises that there may be 
justification “for the use of false travel 
documents and irregular entry”, since asylum 
seekers may need to use false documents to 
leave their country of origin. 

Meanwhile the European Union has moved 
to ban European citizens from claiming 
asylum in another EU state. A draft treaty 
proposal abolishing asylum in other EU 
countries has been put forward for agreement 
without public consultation. 

The proposal was made by Spain, which 
was angry that Belgium had offered refuge to 
alleged supporters of the Basque separatist 
movement, ETA. Spain has been accused of 
waging a “dirty war’, with the use of extra- 
judicial death squads against ETA militants 
based in France. 

The Immigration Union has listed a series 
of alleged abuses by illegal immigrants. 
Among the alleged dodges, _ illegal 
immigrants arrive at Heathrow to be sent 
back to the country of origin, hide in the 
toilets, claim they are new arrivals and even 
stock up on duty free alcohol. 

John Timsey, spokesman for the 
Immigration Union, called for still tougher 
measures. “Despite new legislation, we are still 
seen as the soft touch of Europe because of our 
benefits,” he said. “If we removed the benefits 
then asylum claims [would] promptly drop off. 


Black managers stopped 
by “‘cement roof” 


Afro-Caribbean would-be managers are 
often blocked by employers, a study has 
found. The discrimination is greater than 
the “glass ceiling” faced by white female 
executives. 

While companies were prepared to reveal 
how many women they employed and at 
what level, they often refused to provide 
such information about Afro-Caribbeans. 
“Tt was noticeable that employers had given 
a higher priority to equality for women than 
for ethnic minorities,” the report says. 

A new analysis of the 1991 Census 
showed that the proportion of black 
people in managerial positions did not 
exceed 0.5 per cent in any individual 
sector. This was not due to inadequate 
skills, as 36 per cent of Afro-Caribbeans 
have qualifications, compared to 31 per 
cent of whites. 

Black people were also under- 
represented in the management of 
organisations in public transport and the 
health service, where they form a large 
part of the workforce.

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Brandenburg: testing ground for 
Germany’s new nazi terrorists 


he increasing number of racist 
T= fascist attacks in the past 

year in Brandenburg, the 
German state surrounding the capital 
Berlin, is a reflection of a new develop- 
ment of fascist activity in Germany as 
a whole. 


The main targets for fascist violence con- 
tinue to be asylum seekers and migrants, as 
well as leftist and anti-fascist youth clubs and 
meeting places. However, the number of asy- 
lum seekers managing to cross Germany’s 
borders has declined significantly, as a result 
of the almost complete abolition of the right 
of asylum in 1993. This has resulted in a 
switch in violent fascist activities towards 
more and more racist attacks on construction 
workers from other European countries such 
as Britain, Italy and Portugal. 

These building workers, who work as sub- 
contractors on sites in and around Berlin, are 
now meeting the same kind of venomous 
hatred as refugees and immigrants. They are 
also faced with propaganda from mainstream 
politicians and the media, which claims that 
foreign workers are cheap labour and take 
jobs away from Germans. 

This new terror wave is different in some 
important respects to the nazi violence that 
spread like wildfire in the early 1990s. Most 
of the attacks in Brandenburg are being car- 
ried out by extreme right-wing youths in the 
15 to 25-year age group. Most of them do not 
hold formal membership of any nazi or fas- 
cist group and must be seen as the “third nazi 
generation” since the November 1989 open- 
ing of the Berlin Wall. 

The “first generation”, which pulled off 
pogroms in Hoyerswerda in 1991 and 
Rostock in 1992, was directly influenced and 
led by west German nazi organisations and 
leaders. The “second generation” often estab- 
lished their own groups and organisations in 
order to carry out more militant activity 
among east German youth in particular. 

Having used the mayhem caused by these 
groups to change the asylum provisions in the 
German constitution, the state banned several 
of the nazi organisations that had spawned 
east German offshoots, including the 
Nationalistische Front (NF) and _ the 
Freiheitliche Deutsche Arbeiterpartei (FAP). 
The ensuing criminalisation of these organi- 
sations’ activists, coupled with strictly 
enforced state bans on largescale nazi activi- 
ties and demonstrations, led to the creation of 
new structures within the nazi movement. 
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Young nazi activists parading through Berlin on 1 May 1996 


Brandenburg has served almost as a labora- 
tory for this restructuring and indicates the 
ways in which there has been a partial han- 
dover of organisation to the younger genera- 
tion. While a large number of nazi activists 
from the first and second generations have 
ventured into organised crime — drug traffick- 
ing at discothéques, running street prostitu- 
tion rings with young women from Poland 
and the Czech Republic, car theft, blackmail- 
ing local businesses and club owners into 
paying for “protection” and illegal weapons 
trading — a few activists have remained, in 
towns like Schwedt, Rathenow and Potsdam, 
to operate half clandestinely and to pass on 
their organisational skills and knowledge to 
the third generation. 

This new generation is not interested in 
belonging to a formal organisation and does 
not want to be regimented by the older nazis, 
but is nevertheless imbued with some of the 





most brutal aspects of nazi and racist ideolo- 
gy. It is organised, but along “autonomous” 
lines, loosely in local gangs which attend 
racist rock concerts staged by bands from the 
nazi Hammerskin network. In addition to the 
“cultural” links between them, the nazi gangs 
share the characteristic that they organise 
exclusively in their own locality, terrorising 
the streets of their towns or villages, meeting 
visibly in public places such as railway sta- 
tions or shopping centres and, in the absence 
of any real anti-fascist opposition, exercising 
a near total hegemony among young people. 
This is the situation in town after town in the 
so-called “brown belt” that rings Berlin. 
These fascist youths are receptive to racist 
propaganda, whether from mainstream politi- 
cians or nazis, and there are no moral limits 
to their attacks on those they hate and no 
moral regrets if they get caught by police. 
Often, these gangs find local authorities, 


Racist and fascist intimidation in Brandenburg in 1996 


January 

In Flecken Zechlin, a _ village near 
Rheinsberg, a well known nazi tries to run 
over a Turkish girl with his car.

especially small town mayors and social 
workers, who either sympathise with them 
and their ideas of a “clean” and “orderly” 
German small town community, or choose to 
look the other way. Local police, too, are fre- 
quently outnumbered by these violent young 
nazis, are often afraid of them and do not 
intervene to halt their aggressive forays. 

The only significantly active and public 
nazi group currently organising in 
Brandenburg is the Berlin-based Die 
Nationalen (The Nationals). This organisation 
was founded in 1992 to contest local elections 
in Berlin and Brandenburg and mainly serves 
as an umbrella organisation for activists from 
the banned NF and FAP. A focal point of its 
activities has been the recruitment of young 
people into small local cells. 

The Nationals are also behind the publica- 
tion of a regional network of nazi newspa- 
pers. Their paper in Berlin, the Berlin- 
Brandenburger Zeitung (BBZ), claims a cir- 
culation of 22,000. The BBZ appears every 
six weeks in the style of a daily paper and 
contains racist and antisemitic propaganda 
pieces as well as news reports from local 
communities in Brandenburg. 

A key aspect of The Nationals’ youth 
recruitment strategy has been to attempt to 
establish political legitimacy and respectabili- 
ty by meeting local officials, for example in 
Cottbus and Guben, to demand official recog- 
nition as a youth organisation and state spon- 
sorship as a national youth clubs. So far these 
efforts have been short-circuited but they 


June 

A Hungarian tourist is attacked and beaten 
up by a mob of extreme right-wing youths in 
Teltow. The next day, a Pakistani asylum 
seeker is attacked in the centre of 
Brandenburg/Havel and blinded in one eye 
after being shot with a gas pistol. On 17 
June, three black British building workers 
are attacked by a rightist gang and one of 
them, Noel Martin, is left paralysed from the 
neck down. 


July 

The Brandenburg state police report nine 
assaults by fascist youths on tourists at 
campsites and lakes. On 25 July, a gang of 
more than 30 young fascists attack an Arab 
street trader in Fiirstenwalde.

Six asylum seekers are victims of an 
onslaught by nazis in Eisenhiittenstadt, site 
of Brandenburg’s main refugee camp. On 29 
September, a mob of 40 nazis from various 
towns in Brandenburg tries to attack a left- 
wing youth club in a_ village near 
Eberswalde. When the youngsters flee the 
club and seek refuge in a nearby fire station, 


have gained The Nationals an enormous 
amount of relatively positive publicity in the 
local media. 

The Nationals have launched a campaign 
with the slogan “Jobs for German youth” and 
have held several marches and rallies on this 
theme. They have assiduously developed sup- 
port structures — provision of lawyers, propa- 
ganda material, etc. — for young people, 
mainly men, jailed for racist or fascist activi- 
ties and violence. 

The extent to which The Nationals have 
implanted themselves among rightist prison- 
ers was revealed recently when anti-fascists 
exposed the fact that nazis in two of 
Brandenburg’s biggest jails were producing 
and mailing racist skinhead fanzines that 
could be ordered direct from the prisoners. 

Although The Nationals are generally care- 
ful to avoid any links to organised violence, 
in order to avoid a state ban, there has been a 
marked rise in racist violence in precisely 
those towns — Cottbus, Uckermark and 
Fiirstenwalde — where they have strong sup- 
port. In Fiirstenwalde, for instance, a group of 
Lebanese asylum seekers and their families 
have been living under a virtual state of siege 
for a year and have been repeatedly attacked 
by youth organised in the local cell of The 
Nationals and led by activists from Berlin. 

Resistance to such terror is minimal. A 
major part of the nazi problem in Branden- 
burg is that many towns have no left-wing, 
liberal or anti-fascist infrastructure. Local 
institutions and community services are in the 


the nazis pursue them and smash all the 
building’s windows. Police had been warned 
of the nazi attack two days earlier, but 
arrived 45 minutes after it. Later, the police 
in Eberswalde banned the media from 
reporting the incident. 


October 

A group of foreign construction workers is 
attacked outside their building site by a 
group of eight extreme right-wing youths in 
Strausberg. Later, two Italian building work- 
ers are attacked by nazis armed with baseball 
bats. One of the victims is still in a coma. A 
notorious nazi is later arrested in connection 
with the attack. Groups of nazis raid two 
youth clubs in Uckermark, leaving a social 
worker and two young people with severe 
injuries. 


November 

A Turkish asylum seeker is attacked by 
racists in a Potsdam discothéque. A 19-year- 
old Sudanese refugee is assaulted by a right- 
ist gang in Eisenhiittenstadt. A 25-year-old 
Lebanese is beaten up outside a coffee bar in 
Frankfurt an der Oder. 


December 

A Nigerian and a Lebanese asylum seeker 
are attacked, beaten and robbed by a group 
of fascist youths in Neuruppin. A 17-year- 
old Vietnamese asylum seeker and a refugee 
from Sierra Leone are attacked by two 
racists in broad daylight in a shopping centre 
in Fiirstenwalde. 


hands of right-wing politicians, often backed 
by fascist gangs which rule the streets. 

Although higher state authorities, such as 
the Brandenburg Attorney-General’s office, 
have publicly called for severe and exemplary 
punishment for extreme right-wing criminals 
and for “an alliance of all democratic forces 
to combat right-wing violence”, these appeals 
have largely fallen on deaf ears. Local offi- 
cials prefer, perhaps with an eye to the future, 
to adapt to local conditions rather than follow 
the advice of their superiors. As a result, 
racist and fascist assaults are covered up and 
it is often claimed by timorous local police 
officials that incidents are the product of 
“gang warfare in the youth scene”. 

The current wave of random and organised 
nazi violence in Brandenburg is not a “fringe 
phenomenon’. It has its roots in the very cen- 
tre of German society, in particular in 
Germany’s profoundly racist citizenship laws 
and state policies towards refugees, as well as 
in the deeply rooted racism of huge swathes 
of the German population. This racism 
achieved wide publicity in the new year when 
the German tennis star Boris Becker regret- 
fully announced his decision to leave 
Germany permanently because of the persis- 
tent racial harassment and threats that he and 
his wife Barbara, who is black, have suffered. 
Becker said he would not put their three-year- 
old son into a German school. But in 
Brandenburg today, perhaps the most decisive 
factor is the weakness and, in many places, 
the absence of any anti-fascist resistance. 
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FPO leader dons democratic mask 


Jorg Haider, leader of the Austrian Freedom 
Movement (FPO), has given notice that he 
intends to take over the reins of government 
in 1998. To fulfil this objective, he is trying 
ever harder to present himself as a democratic 
statesman, with increasing success. 

His party could equal or overtake the num- 
ber of votes cast for either of the ruling coali- 
tion parties, the social democratic SPO or the 
conservative OVP. Even SPO politicians are 
thinking aloud about the possibility of coali- 
tion with Haider, whose adoption of states- 
man-like postures is rarely challenged. 

At the Freedom Movement’s new year 
rally, however, Haider’s mask well and truly 
slipped as he vented his hatred against his 
democratic opponents. “The rage of the peo- 
ple’, he roared, “will sweep them away ... 
this government is dead.” 

He went on to attack the European Union, 
claiming that its widening eastwards would 
“result in the movement of ten million people 
westwards”. Haider also repudiated “unbri- 
dled worldwide economic liberalism”. This 
last outburst could be the cue for a new bout 
of antisemitic statements by Haider or his 
followers. 

Despite his efforts to give his Freedom 
Movement a responsible and democratic face, 
the political environment around Haider is 
crammed full of antisemites, nazi sympathis- 
ers and associates of terrorism, who would 
have no place in the party if Haider disagreed 
with them. 

The record of some of these people speaks 
for itself: 

@ The FPO deputy mayor of Klagenfurt, 
Reinhard Gaugg, said “Nazi” stood for 
“New, Attractive, Zealous, Ideas-rich”. 

@ Helmut Kowarik and _ Barbara 
Schépfnagel, FPO members of the Vienna 
regional parliament, are active as functionar- 
ies of the fascist | Osterreichischen 
Landsmannschaft, an organisation that pro- 
motes Holocaust denial and commemorates 
Hitler’s birthday in its newspaper. 

@ Markus Ertl, FPO councillor in Spittal an 
der Drau, claimed at a veterans’ reunion that 
only 74,000 people were killed in Auschwitz, 
and they died as a result of Anglo-American 
air-raids. 

@ Former SS man Herbert Schweiger, one- 
time deputy chairman of the FPO in Styria, 
stated in court that the Auschwitz death camp 
was a “monument of lies”. 

@ Andreas Molzer, who rose under Haider 
to be in effect the ideological spokesman of 
the FPO, has been a regular writer in nazi 
publications. 

@ Peter Miiller, FPO chief in St.Leonard, 
stated in 1990 in a reference to Simon 
Wiesenthal: “We are already getting ovens 
ready, but not for you, Mr Wiesenthal. 
There’s room for you in Jérg’s pipe.” 

@ The nazi National Democratic Party, out- 
lawed in 1988, was founded by South Tyrol 
terrorists who belonged to the FPO’s student 
organisation, the Ring  Freiheitlicher 
Studenten (RFS). 

@ Gerd Honsik, the nazi terrorist, Auschwitz 
liar and convicted criminal, belonged to the 
RFS. 
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The FPO is never far from nazi terror. 
Karl Schweitzer, FPO general 
secretary, is the political mentor of 
the young FPO members Tomsits and 
Anderle, responsible for desecrating 
75 gravestones at Eisenstadt Jewish 
cemetery 


@ Bruno Haas and Harald Schmidt, leaders 
of the nazi terrorist Aktion neue Rechte, also 
belonged to the FPO’s youth organisation. 

@ Members of the nazi Sturmtruppe Ost, 
who have marched in Vienna wearing brown 
shirts and black boots, produce their propa- 
ganda material in the Vienna Neustadt local 
headquarters of the FPO. Their leader is 
chairman of an  FPO-affiliated youth 
organisation. 

@ Members of the banned nazi terrorist 


organisation VAPO took part in leafleting for 
Haider’s campaign for a referendum on immi- 
gration. 

@ Police raids after the first nazi letter bombs 
in 1993 uncovered nazi propaganda material, 
swastika flags, detonator cable and a weapon 
at the home of an FPO functionary. 

@ An FPO official in Edelstauden was con- 
victed of desecrating a memorial for the vic- 
tims of Nazism. 

@ Last December, Wolfgang Tomsits, an 
FPO member was jailed for four years for 
desecrating a Jewish cemetery. His alleged 
accomplice, Christian Anderle, an FPO offi- 
cial, is still on the run. 

It is hard to see how Haider can disagree 
with those who support him and actively pro- 
mote him as the man who will rescue Austria. 
After all, he has publicly approved of Hitler’s 
economic policies and described the nazi 
death camps as “punishment camps”. 

His real position is made clear by the fact 
that, while he rejects participation in cere- 
monies for the victims of Nazi terror, he is 
readily available to take part in reunions of 
the perpetrators of that terror, the Waffen SS. 
At one such event, in Ulrichsberg in 1995, he 
described his eager former SS listeners as 
“decent people” who “have remained loyal to 
this very day”. 

Despite this appalling record, Haider is 
now touting himself as Austria’s next chan- 
cellor. To lend himself further credibility, he 
is cautiously casting around for allies in the 
European Parliament. To date, his MEPs have 
studiedly avoided open contact with the 
MEPs of Le Pen’s Front National and he has 
sought talks with Umberto Bossi’s Lega 
Nord.

Desecration of Jewish cemetery condemned 


“T am a Jew.” That was the statement made 
by Italian President Scalfaro in his New Year 
message to the people of Italy. It was made in 
the wake of one of the worst antisemitic inci- 
dents in postwar Italian history, the desecra- 
tion of a Jewish cemetery. 

On the night of 28 December, a gang of 
Italian nazis entered Prima Porta cemetery in 
Rome and overturned 15 gravestones. They 
then erected a barbed wire fence around the 
stones, on which they hung swastikas and a 
sign carrying the motto of the Nazi concentra- 
tion camps: “Arbeit macht frei” (Work makes 
you free). 

This act of profanity came just days after 
the nazis of Uomo e Liberta, a group run by 
Paolo Signorelli and politically close to the 
older hardline nazi organisation Avanguardia 
Nazionale, had organised a “pray in” — with a 
Catholic service in Italian and Spanish — for 
the nazi SS murderer Erich Priebke, who is 
currently awaiting trial in Italy. 

The government promptly condemned the 
cemetery desecration in strong terms. The 
president of the Lower House of Parliament, 


Luciano Violante, likewise expressed his sup- 
port for Scalfaro and his solidarity with the 
Jewish community. 

Maurizio Gasparri, national press coordina- 
tor of the fascist Alleanza Nazionale (AN), 
who is notorious for giving nazi salutes at 
fascist rallies, stated that the cemetery attack 
was “an incredible act of vandalism”. 

Gasparri’s condemnation is motivated by 
matters that worry the AN far more than the 
desecration of a Jewish cemetery, not least 
the fear that the desecration would torpedo 
AN leader Gianfranco Fini’s chances of going 
to Israel to play statesman at the invitation of 
the Israeli government. 

Fini should have been in Israel on 5 
January but the Israeli ambassador to Italy, 
Jehuda Millo, sent a telegram to Benjamin 
Netanyahu, the Israeli premier, strongly 
advising him to withdraw the official invita- 
tion to Fini. The telegram later found its way 
into the Israeli paper Yediot Ahronot and 
caused a scandal. 

Fini’s difficulties have been further com- 
pounded by a request from the Simon

Wiesenthal Centre in Israel to produce a list 
of Italian war criminals. Since some of those 
who would inevitably figure on such a list are 
members of Fini’s party, he will have difficul- 
ty complying with such demands. 

The revelation over Millo’s telegram has 
also revived discussion of Nazi crimes in 
Italy against a background in which, in an act 
of incredible cowardice, the military tribunal 
in Rome washed its hands of the case against 
SS officer Erich Priebke. The tribunal 
claimed that, as Priebke was a member of 
Hitler’s private guard, the SS, and not of a 
military unit, he did not come under military 
jurisdiction and the tribunal had no compe- 
tence to try him. 

The case will probably now be put before a 
civil court, although the Italian military 
authorities at first rejected this course. 
Priebke’s retrial looks like being delayed for 
at least six months. 

There appears to be some fear that a full 
trial of Priebke will lift the lid on much sup- 
pressed historical information about what 
happened in Italy during 1944 and 1945. 
From the scant knowledge about the Nazi 
Holocaust displayed by Italian university stu- 
dents, according to a survey at the end of 
1996, lifting the lid is an urgent necessity. 

According to the survey, published by the 
monthly Cronache della Sapienza e di Roma 
3, a paper distributed in two of Rome’s three 
universities, only 12 per cent of students in 
Rome were aware of the extent of the 
Holocaust. The most common view was that 
the Nazis murdered “some tens of thousands 
of Jews”. 

Even worse than this alarming ignorance 
were the survey’s other findings. For exam- 
ple, when asked for their definition of the 
word “rabbi”, 30 per cent replied that it 
meant a “stingy person”. 

The survey followed the antisemitic daub- 
ing of a law faculty building during an occu- 
pation by fascist students on 13 December. 
Fifty-five per cent of those questioned praised 
the fascist action as “courageous” and only 11 
per cent condemned it as “criminal 
behaviour’.

Nazis reorganise into new groups 


Nazis in Norway have been very busy in 
recent months, trying to establish new and 
strengthen old organisations on a local basis. 
Heightened activity has been noted in 
H@gnefoss, S¢rlandet, Grenland, and Ris¢gr. 

In Hgnefoss an outfit with ten members 
nationally and calling itself White Aryan 
Terror attacked the home of an Iranian family 
by hurling two teargas grenades into the 
house while the family was asleep. Luckily, 
nobody was injured. White Aryan Terror later 
claimed responsibility for the assault, describ- 
ing it as a reprisal for police harassment of 
white youth. 

In Sgrlandet, a new nazi organisation called 
White Revolution has been launched. It pur- 
ports to have branches in the south 
Norwegian towns of Arendal, Risgr and 
Kristiansand. The leader of this fascist hooli- 
gan gang is known only as “Frank” but is a 
self-confessed former follower of Arne 
Myrdal, the veteran Norwegian fascist and 
mad bomber. 

According to press reports, the organisation 
has adopted a programme demanding the 
expulsion of all immigrants from Norway and 
has announced its intention to “take matters 
into its own hands”. Its leaders claim that it 
gets support from “elderly men” in the area, 
where it publishes a semi-literate rag called 
Reform 88, full of advertisements for “frater- 
nal” nazi organisations and nazi rock music. 

An offshoot of White Revolution has also 
appeared in Ris¢gr, with the aim of mobilising 
young women for the nazi cause. It calls itself 
Jenter for Norge (Girls for Norway) and its 
leader is a 17-year-old woman called “Kari”. 

Interviewed by the press, Kari said: “I love 
my country so much that my heart is about to 
explode”. This young nazi fanatic decorates 
her bedroom with press clippings about nazis 
and racists and says she wants Norwegian 
schools to teach pupils about national tradi- 
tions and music. She wants young Norwe- 
gians to start wearing national costume, 
which anti-fascists are sure will be a real win- 
ner among the fashion-conscious young.

Kari, who has adopted Odinism as her cho- 
sen religion, denies being a racist and claims 
her organisation is not nazi. However her 
group shares a local post office box address 
with White Revolution. Observers estimate 
that Girls for Norway has only between five 
and ten members. But Risgr is a small town. 

In Grenland, the so-called Forente 
Nasjonalister (United Nationalists), which 
was launched last year and is led by Kjell 
Tore Vagsland among others, has continued 
its quiet, but systematic activities aimed at 
building a united fascist organisation in 
Norway. 

It now claims to have extended its member- 
ship to all counties of Norway. Most of the 
new recruits have defected to the hardline 
nazis from other racist and fascist organisa- 
tions such as the People’s Movement against 
Immigration and the Fedrelandspartiet. 

Whether Vagsland and the eight-man lead- 
ership of Forente Nasjonalister will be able to 
scoop up the local nazi organisations that are 
being set up in southern Norway is not yet 
evident but any prospect of success would be 
a matter for concern. ; 

One piece of heartening news is that the 
Swedish authorities have at last taken steps to 
charge Erik Bliicher, the former Norwegian 
nazi Norsk Front leader and close friend of 
the British nazi printer Anthony Hancock. 
Bliicher is accused of distributing racist CDs 
through one of his Swedish firms, Ragnarock 
Records, which he runs under the name Tor 
Erik Nilsen, a pseudonym he has used since 
he ran away to Sweden in 1983. 

Today, Bliicher is one of the world’s 
biggest distributors of nazi rock music and 
propaganda material. The CDs for which he 
faces prosecution are also being circulated in 
Norway, via NordEffekter. This money-mak- 
ing operation is run by Michael Knutsen, the 
Norwegian fascist who has taken over 
Bliicher’s role in Norway. Norwegian police 
are now looking at Knutsen’s business affairs.

he international three-card trick might 

not be over, but a California judge has 

toppled Willis Carto’s street-corner 

soapbox and sent him scrambling to pick up 
the pieces. 

Carto is the 70-year-old mogul who has 
spent the past 40 years building the largest 
racist and antisemitic enterprise in the USA. 
At its centre squats Liberty Lobby, a 
Washington DC-based organisation which 
publishes a weekly tabloid, The Spotlight, 
with approximately 100,000 subscribers. 
Perched on the edge of the California earth- 
quake zone across the continent is the

Institute for Historical Review (IHR). Carto 
founded the IHR in 1979 to set the record 
straight on the Second World War. In short, 
the Nazis didn’t do it. Now a three-year-old 
rebellion in the ranks has snatched THR out 
from under Carto’s grip, putting it in the 
hands of Mark Weber and his comrades on 
the staff. To make matters worse, last 
November a San Diego judge ordered Carto 
and Liberty Lobby to turn over $6.43 million 
(£4 million) to Weber and IHR. 

Carto is, of course, appealing against the 
judge’s decision as well as filing suit in Texas 
to turn control of IHR back to him. The cases 
could drag through the courts for several 
more years. Even then it is not certain that 


THR will get the money. As Liberty Lobby 
attorney Mark Lane says: “Willis Carto is not 
just anyone. He has great determination and 
courage and he’s a fighter, too. And he was 
right morally.” Quite a recommendation for 
the infamous antisemite from Lane, who is a 
former left-winger and New York state legis- 
lator. Fight on, Willis, fight on! 

The money at the centre of the dispute is 
from the estate of Jean Farrel, an American- 
born right-wing millionaire who lived in 
Switzerland. Before her death in 1985, Farrel 
created a dummy corporation to hide millions 
of dollars worth of her assets and scattered 
the stock certificates in bank vaults in North 
Carolina, Singapore, Germany and the UK. 
After her death, Farrel’s estate was contested 
by her nurse, Joan Althaus, and Willis Carto. 
A mad scramble ensured for control of the 
certificates. Carto, acting on behalf of the 
IHR’s parent corporation, Legion for the 
Survival of Freedom, managed to secure 
approximately $7.5 million of the funds. 

Carto now claims that Farrel intended to 
leave millions of dollars worth of stock cer- 
tificates to him personally, because she trust- 
ed he would do good things for the move- 
ment. Weber and the current IHR leadership 
contend that the funds were left to the Legion, 
not Carto personally. 

Four years ago it would not have made any 
difference. At that time, Carto completely 
controlled THR, although he had no formal 
position on the staff and was not a member of 
the corporate board of directors. Instead, he 
controlled the IHR ostensibly as an “agent” 
appointed by the directors to run the corpora- 
tion. In fact, the directors were just Carto’s 
puppets. According to the judge, at least one 
of the directors “completely abandoned her 


obligations [and] allowed herself to 
become the pawn of Mr Carto”. Thus, sly old 
Willis got to control everything, without hav- 
ing to put his fingerprints any place they 
could be found. 

One of the things Carto tried to do in 1993 
was change the editorial direction of the 
THR’s journal away from its single focus of 
Holocaust denial and towards broader 
themes, including race. This did not sit well 
with Weber, Ted O’Keefe or Tom Marcellus, 
the principal THR staff. Marcellus, who was 
then managing the shop on a day-to-day 
basis, is a Scientology buff and has since 
dropped out of the picture. But Weber and 
O’Keefe have been around since they worked 
for William Pierce at the National Alliance in 
1978. Together with a couple of lawyers, the 
three plotted a coup d’ état. 

First they scared a couple of elderly board 
members into resigning and had themselves 
appointed to the board. Then in September 
1993 the hammer dropped. The new board 
took control of the corporation, fired Carto 
and seized the IHR offices in Costa Mesa. 
Since then they have all been in and out of 
court. As a result, the thin veil Carto had 
weaved to hide his control over Liberty 
Lobby and the IHR has been lifted. Now we 
see that they were all eating out of the same 
financial pot. 

The most recent decision places Carto at a 
severe disadvantage. He will not be able to 
funnel any of the Farrel funds into pet pro- 
jects such as Liberty Lobby’s radio network 
or give $100,000 chunks of change to the 
now-deceased Leon Degrelle. But he is not 
likely to turn the money over to Weber any 
time soon, regardless of the California judge’s 
order. Carto will probably continue publish- 
ing his own “revisionist” monthly journal, 
The Barnes Review. 

For his part, Weber may have won this bat- 
tle, but the IHR has been consumed by the 
court fight. His once formidable journal is 
now published months behind schedule, cir- 
culation is dropping, the staff has shrunk to 
less than a handful and book production is at 
a standstill. Weber and Carto may have 
stepped out into the dusty street for a shoot- 
out at high noon, but after hundreds of bullets 
were fired they are both still standing. Every 
white supremacist shop window and street- 
light, however, may get shattered in the gun- 
fight.

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he Front National (FN) presents a 

number of characteristics that make it 

increasingly a model for the interna- 

tional extreme right and which have elevated 

its leader, Jean-Marie Le Pen, to national and 
international standing. 

The FN is a genuine front — a political 
organisation grouping several factions. It was 
founded, in 1972, as the electoral framework 
of the fascist Ordre Nouveau movement, 
which wanted to contest elections with a less 
sulphurous label and reputation by allying 
itself with leading personalities of the 
extreme right such as Le Pen. Ordre 
Nouveau’s leaders wanted to unify the right 
and imitate the successes of the Italian fascist 
MSI, which gained its highest postwar vote in 
1972 under the name Destra Nazionale 
(National Right), after a merger with the 
Italian monarchist party. 

Throughout its existence, the FN has ful- 
filled this role of uniting the extreme right by 
welcoming new nazis such as Frangois 
Duprat, old nazi collaborators such as Pierre 
Bousquet and Victor Barthélémy, national 
revolutionaries such as Jean-Pierre Stirbois, 
followers of the new right such as Pierre Vial, 
renegades from the conservative right such as 
Bruno Mégret and Catholic fundamentalists 
such as Romain Marie. 

This strategy, based on political under- 
standing, motivation and method, ensured 
that the FN held an indisputable monopoly on 
the extreme right. It also meant that all splits 
from the FN, for example the Parti des Forces 
Nouvelles or Alliance Populaire, marched 
straight into the political wilderness. The lat- 
est example is the so-called National 
Bolsheviks of Nouvelle Resistance, who have 
been forced to join the FN if they are to 
remain relevant. There is simply no political 
. space for them outside the FN. 

Defining the FN politically is not easy. 
Obviously it is a far-right movement, but it is 
also a fascist movement with deep-rooted 
populist, national-populist and even conserva- 
tive tendencies. For a long time the FN was 
conventionally analysed as a nationalist-pop- 
ulist movement which seemed eager to accept 
parliamentary rules and presented candidates 
in elections with an economic programme 
that was libertarian and even close to that of 
Thatcher and Reagan. But now the FN is rip- 
ping off this mask. Many observers no longer 
see the FN as simply a far-right movement 
but as a pre-fascist movement, against liberal- 
ism in politics and economics, against democ- 
racy, antisemitic and racist, and similar to 
pre-fascist movements in France and the 


German “conservative revolution” of the 
1930s.

However nazis and new nazis have been 
found inside the FN throughout its history: 
Bousquet, Barthélémy, Duprat, Paul 
Malaguti, Roland Gaucher, Michel Faci, to 
name a few. The new right rallied to the FN 
providing vital arguments on inequality and 
ideas for the conservative revolution. Now, 
almost all young fascists are members of the 
FN’s youth wing, the Front National de la 
Jeunesse. The party is beginning to look more 
and more like the coalition of extreme right- 
ists that was cobbled together — and more 
importantly stuck together - in Hitler’s 
NSDAP. 

The FN is not a mass party but a party of 
masses. The party claims around 30,000 
members, but has far fewer activists. It is rare 
to meet FN activists at street markets or 
metro and railway stations. The party puts up 
massive displays of posters during elections 
and distributes millions of stickers. But even 
in cities where the FN gets 25 per cent of vote 
it seldom appears publicly. 

However, the FN does have real popular 
support. It is the party that obtains the great- 
est number of votes among workers and the 
unemployed. This evolution is relatively 
recent. The FN’s election results in 1983-84 
were the direct result of a shift to the right by 
the conservatives (a shift provoked by the 
arrival of the left in government). Since 1988, 
however, the FN have gained a growing 
endorsement from all walks of society. The 
electorate that had previously voted for the 
left (communist or socialist) became the 
majority of the FN’s supporters, while the 
conservative right returned to _ the 
Conservatives or drifted to the right-wing 
conservative protest movement of Phillippe 
de Villiers. 

The FN’s electorate is consolidated and rel- 
atively faithful. In a three-party race (FN, 
conservative and left) in the second round of 
France’s two-round election system, the 
majority of FN voters vote for their candidate 
even if this favours a left-wing candidate. If 
their candidate is not in the second round, 
then one third of FN supporters vote for the 
left-wing candidate. 

The FN has always been a racist and anti- 
semitic party, although its deputy leader, 
Stirbois, first played the racist card only at the 
end of the 1970s. In 1978, it began firmly to 
equate the number of unemployed with the 
number of immigrants. Le Pen’s recent out- 
burst on the “inequality of races” is the best 
proof of its latest policy of racial separation. 
One sees that the FN’s opposition to immigra- 
tion not only is linked to economic questions, 
but is part of its programme for Europe to 
become a white fortress. The FN’s ideas of 


nation and nationality are growing increasing- 
ly close to the German nationalist idea of 
nation and citizenship based on blood 
descent. The transition from xenophobic 
racism to racial separation, and the fascina- 
tion for Germany are but two effects of the 
ideological influence of the new right in the 
FN. 

The overriding questions are how the 
progress of the FN can be halted and whether 
it has the capacity to take power. Over the 
past ten years the progress of the FN has been 
impressive: 11 per cent in 1984 to 14.4 per 
cent in 1988. Today, pollsters give the FN 15 
to 18 per cent of the vote. During the last 
municipal elections in 1995, the FN was able 
to win power in three important cities, 
Toulon, Orange and Marignane. It has bene- 
fited from three-party electoral races and has 
even been able to obtain absolute majorities. 

The strategy of the traditional right — refus- 
ing all agreement with the FN — is aimed at 
marginalising Le Pen, but his advance has its 
roots mainly in two political and social phe- 
nomena, the shared incapacity of the scandal- 
beset mainstream right and left to solve 
France’s continuing social and economic cri- 
sis and a visible rise in nationalism. 

France’s economy continues to grow but 
the number of unemployed remains over 
three million (more than 12 per cent of the 
economically active population) and for mil- 
lions more the job situation is precarious. Left 
and right pursue the same policies and so the 
FN appears as an alternative and radical solu- 
tion to the problem. 

The other factor is France’s international 
standing in the new Europe. France has great 
difficulty in accepting the idea of being just 
an “average” power. The loss of France’s 
empire was at first compensated for by large- 
scale economic growth and an increased 
international role. Indeed, France accepted 
European unity partly because she had a pre- 
ponderant role. Now, however, the European 
Union is seen as being dominated by the new, 
reunified and increasingly aggressive 
Germany with its 80 million population, and 
the EU’s perspective of dismantling the 
French economy and its public sector does lit- 
tle to reassure many French people. 

In the face of this disillusionment with 
European unity, the right and even the left are 
beginning to flex their muscles. The 
Maastricht treaty was ratified by a very slim 
majority in France and one cannot separate 
the rise of the FN from the acceleration of the 
European unification and integration process. 
This issue is now at least as important as 
immigration.

Different scenarios are possible in the 
future. The FN could continue to maintain 
electoral support at around 15 per cent and 
continue to be excluded from the mainstream 
of French political life. It would thus inherit 
the role played by the Communist Party for 
35 years, being present politically but exclud- 
ed from power. Its local power could, howev- 
er, grow and it could even capture mayoral- 
ties in districts where local conditions allow it 
to gain more than SO per cent of the vote. 

Another possibility is that the economic sit- 
uation worsens, European unification stalls 
further and the FN becomes the first or sec- 
ond party of the right or becomes indispens-

able to the mainstream right’s ability to gov- 
ern. Then an electoral bloc could form, but 
the FN would have to change its face and 
replace Le Pen as leader with Bruno Mégret. 
This new strategy would provoke massive 
walkouts and splits, but the extreme right 
would become a fully fledged component of 
French political life. 

A third, more optimistic scenario is that the 
FN is fully marginalised and its electorate 
erodes. This is probably unrealistic and the 
FN’s turn towards an increasingly national 
socialist social programme indicates the 
party’s determination to prevent this from 
happening. The FN intends to be the “saviour 
of France”.
